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CONSTITUTION. 



Highly approving of the beaevo- 
lent object of *^The American Society 
for educating Pious Touth for the Gos-. 
pel Ministry ;'' and desirous of co-ope* 
rating in this labour of lore^ we^ whose 
names are underwritten, hereby form . 
an Association, by the name of the 
Education Society in the eastehx 
PART OF Vermont for educating pi- 
ous Youth for the Gospel Ministry ; 
MuA adopt the following C^onstitution ^ 

ARTICLE L 

Any .person in the eastern part of 
T'ermont^ or its vicinity, may become a 
member of this Society^ by subscribing 
the constitution^ ftnd engaging to pay 
annually a sum not less than one doU 
IpT ; and continue to be a member as 
long as he shall pay this annual sub- 
scription ; or any person who shall 
subscribe and pay^ at one time, a sum 
not less than ten dollars, shall be a 
member for life. 



ARTICLE II. 

The officers of the Society shall be a. 
President, two Yicie-Presid^iits, a Se- 
cretary. a Corresponding Secretary, a 
Treasurer, nine Directors, an Execa* 
live Committee, one or more Travelling 
Agents ; and two ot tti^te iMal agents 
in each town Where the ihtfetests of 0^ 
Society may reqtiirt it. These 6ffi'eei'», 
except the ExeentiVe Obniiitttee kM 
Agents, shall be chosen annually at th« 
stated annual meetitfgs of the oociety. 
And the Presidents, the two Vice-Prd* 
sidents, and the Secretary, shall ea^ 
be a Director, ex officio. The TreaM^ 
rer shall be bound With two sui^rti^s ill 
a reasonable suiQ to be ddte^aiined hf 
the Directors, for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office, which bond 
shall be made to the Exeeutiv'e Com- 
mittee in person for the ben^^flt of th6 
Society. And it shall be the iSutjr of 
the Treasurer to make <i rejibrt 6f the 
state of the Treasury to the Board of 
Directors, that they ihay be able to 
make the same known to the Sbidicty, 
as required by this constitution. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Directors shall hold two tftftted 
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««^t|xig8 i«.a jfMr ; the fir9t, immedi- 
«U|]^af|ep tb^ir ^le^tion^ at tbetimei 
(M»4 plp^ce of tba aBaual meeting of the 
Safety ; a^d the aecond 6a the day 
precedipg the ^e:i^t following annual 
i9j3e^Vtg of the Society^ at the place of 
that m^tjing. They may likewise con- 
tipije their ftr$t stated meeting by ad- 
journment ; or the President may call 
a ^pecijal meeUng of the lioaid^ by 
causing pair^lcular sotice of the time 
ai^d pUee to be given to each Director. 
Ww ojieiabers of the Board shall be 
rjQfiui^te tp Qofistitute a quorum for bu- 
sliiesi^. 

It shall he the duty of the Directors^ 
at t^a^xrfirBt meetings to appoint an Ex- 
'etiiutjiye CoB)9iittee from their own num* 
ber $ and give them such directions^ iii 
additiqa to the provisions of the consti* 
tution^ as may be deemed expedient. 
At their second meetings it shall be 
their bu^i^ess to examine the proceed- 
ings of the Bxectttive Committee^ and 
the statement of the Treasurer ; and 
prepare their annual Report to the So-' 
ciety. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The EiVBcutive Committee^ the chair- 
iwtq of Vfhqm 9hfm be Coirespoading 



Secretary^ shall consist of three per- 
sons^ appointed by the Board of Direc- 
tors^ whose duty it shall be to examine 
candidates for the charity of the Soci- 
ety ; and make appropriations to such 
as are duly admitted as beneficiaries^ 
according to the provisions of the Con> 
stitution^ and the instructions of the IH« 
rectors* 

They shall likewise have authority^ 
to appoint Travelling Agents^ when- 
ever the interests of the Society shall 
require it ; and designate Local Agents, 
either directly, or by Travelling Agents*. 
For the purpose of examining candi- 
datesy making appropriations to bene- 
ficiaries, &c. the Executive Committee^ 
shall hold quarterly meetings on the- 
first Wednesday in January, April, Ju- 
ly, and October, at & o'clock, P. M. 
»ad shall meet at such other times a» 
they may find convenient and necessary. 
Finally,^ it shall be the duty of the 
Committee, at the close of their official 
year, to prepare a detailed report of 
their transactions, and the state and 
prospects of the Society ; which -report 
they shall present to the Board of Di- 
rectors, at their meeting, on the day pre* 
ceding the annual meeting of the Soei- 
'^.ty. 
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ARTICLE V. 

The Board of Directors, or the Ex- 
ecutive Committee^ may draw orders on 
tlie Treasurer to defray the incidental 
expenses of the Society. No officer of 
the Society, however, except Travell. 
^ ing Agents, shall receive any pecuniary 
reward for his services. 

ARTICLE VI. 

It shall be the duty of the Local .5. 
gents, (whose term of office shall con- 
tinue from year to year, as long as they 
shall promote the interests of the Soci- 
ety) in each town respectively, to con- 
sult together ; and in the manner they 
shall judge most expedient, endeavour 
to procure subscriptions, donations and 
contributions to the funds of the Society; 
or to organize auxiliary societies, both 
male and female. It shall especially 
he the duty of the Local Agents to en- 
courage an annual contribution on the 
first Sabbath in January, for the funds 
of the Society, in their respective towns; 
to receive the avails of such contribu- 
tions ; and in the course of the same 
month, to collect the sums subscribed 
by members and donors, and transmit 
the money thus collected to the Trea- 
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Bilrer tof ibei Soctdy^ nt the annaal meet-' 
ing, OP previqiisly;, if coiiven}e]pt.T<-It 
sbftll likewipi^ be tbei^ duty tp tra«tsmit 
tbe pames of fliib8eri;be;*9^ with th^ suniir 
paid; against their oaqies^ tQ the Secre- 
tary ; that he may be able to qiiake a 
distinct record of the members iijad dol. 
Qors in esicfa town. And^ if in an^ 
place^ a church or society or an indivi« 
dual person shoftid imdertake to edu- 
cate one or more piens young men for 
ihe Ministry^ the Local Agents in that 
place may state Ui the Secretary the fi,a- 
nual sum appropriated for this purpose^ 
that the fact may fee ihcltrdea in Jhe 
annual report of the Directors : Rd- 
vided such young men: shall have 
been examined and approved by the 
Executive Committee ; and shall an- 
nually presep^t sati^faetory certificates 
from their ifi^tf neton^^ agreeably tcr the 
constitution* 

ARTICLfi VII. 

Any e^wch or auxiliary Society^ 
annually payiiig Un di^lftn, may send 
to iH anHiU»l neelkg one delegate; 
ai4 for evi»ry additional |jtir% mlars 
contribiiled in mQHegr w ne§eii9arie% to« 
ward the support ^ m approved bene* 
flciary^ one additioiial delegate.

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inortil and religious character^ talented 
find learning ; and certifying ttfeif be- 
lier^ that it is his serious desire tb devote 
bis life to the Gospel Ministry. 

Every approved beneficiary, whether 
in an Academy, at a Gollege, or with a 
private instructor, in any stage of his^ 
education, upon application to the Ex« 
ecutive Gommittee, shall receive quai^- 
terlysome assistance. No one, how- 
ever, shall receive more than iia deemed 
suflScient, with economy, personal exer- 
tion, and the aid of his friends^ to enablef 
him to pursue his studies without em- 
barrassment. And it is desired and 
expected that the beneficiaries, in each 
stage of their education, should, as far 
as they have opportunity, employ at 
least two hours in a day, in productive 
labour, with a view both to aid them ill 
defraying the expanses of their educa- 
tion, and to promote vigorous healtlr$^ 
and that their instructors be requested 
to direct and assist them as' to suitable 
employment. 

Every application ia the Executive 
Gommittee for assistance, must be ac* 
eompanied with a statement of expen- 
ses, and a certificate from the instructof 
of the beneficiary^ testifyiflg that he 
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eontiiHies to sastaitt^ in all respects, the 
eharaeter which the constitutioii requires 

ARTICLE IX. 

There shall be an annual meeting of 
the Society on the first Wednesday in 
Noyember, at ten o'clock, A.M. The 
place for holding each annual meeting 
shall be designated by vote of the Soci- 
ety, at the meeting preceding. At each 
of these meetings a sermon or an ad- 
dress shall be delivered before the So* 
ciety. 

AaTICLS X. 

This constitution may be altered by 
a mfuority of the subscribers, present at 
the first meeting for the organization of 
the Society, which shall i>e holden at 
Royalton on the first Wednesday of 
November 18S0. But after that peri- 
od no alteration shall be made without 
the concurrence of two thirds of the 
members present 

ARTICLE XL 

^ This Society may be made an auxr 
iliary or branch of the American Eda« 
cation Society, by a vote of two thirds 
of the delegates present at any annual 
meeting of the Society. After such an 
. event the name of the Society shall be^ 
The Vermont Eastern Branch (or 
Auxiliary, as the case may be) of the 
Americai^ Education Society* 
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
